1. Claims 43-47, 49-52, 57-61, 63-64 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art taken singly or in combination does not teach or suggest, an apparatus, 
among other things, comprising: 

a splitting application configured to split received data including at least first image 
information and second image information into at least two data parts based on headers in the 
received data, wherein the first image information and the second image information are for 
displaying at least two substantially different images; 

a wireless short-range transmitter coupled to the processor and configured to transmit at 
least one of the at least two data parts wirelessly to an external display device for displaying 
images corresponding to at least the first image information; and 

a display coupled to the processor and configured for receiving at least one data part not 
transmitted by the wireless short-range transmitter and displaying images corresponding to at 
least the second image information, wherein the images displayed on the external display device 
and the display coupled to the processor are substantially different. 

The closest prior art, Harrison et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,064,420) in combination with 
Lappington et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,734,413) fails to teach the features mentioned above.
